W H  E  R  E  A  S  it  is  common  for  all  things  and  perfons,  as  well  as 
books,  to  have  Frontifpieces,  and  as  it  is  by  Frontifpieces  alone  mankind 
are  enabled  to  live,  the  Editor  does  not  conceive  any  apology  neceffary 
for  affuming  that  which  every  body  and  every  thing  alfumes :  for  in- 
fiance,  was  it  not  for  the  Frontifpiece,  that  is  to  fay,  the  gaudy  infigniae  of 
power  with  which  Majerty  is  inverted,  for  there  is  but  very  feldom  any  thing 
■elfe  among  the  firrt  rank  of  mortals,  the  Button-maker  would  confider  him- 
felf  as  great  as  the  firft  Monarch  on  earth.  Was  it  not  for  the  Frontifpiece 
which  the  Church  artiimes,  little  attention  would  be  paid  to  the  bulls  of 
a  Pope,  or  the  remonftrances  of  an  Archbifhop :  wras  it  not  for  the  Fron¬ 
tifpiece,  or  confequence  which  a  Minirter  wears  on  his  brow,  and  the 
promifes,  the  fuperjicial  promifes  I  mean  which  glide  from  his  tongue,  but 
which  never  enter  his  heart,  lefs  attention  would  be  paid  to  the  hauteur 
of  power,  or  the  conveniences  of  affluence:  if  the  Lawyers  did  not  wear 
a  Frontifpiece — eh  ! — and  a  moft  impudent  one  too,  they  would  procure 
little,  nay  hardly  fufficknt  to  pay  the  Hair-dreffer  for  the  three-tailed  w'ig 
which  decorates  their  knowledge-box ;  pardon  me,  I  was  going  to  fay 
block,  for  barbers  and  their  blocks  are  fynonimous  :  was  not  the  Phy¬ 
sician  to  wear  a  bulhy  wig,  a  demure  countenance,  and  to  fetch  a  dying 
figh,  little  regard  would  be  paid  to  their  delicate  queries,  and  ftill  lefs  to 
their  inordinate  demands  :  if  the  Tradefman  did  not  alk  more  than  he 
intended  to  take,  if  he  did  not  by  falfe  bills  hold  out  a  falfe  Frontifpiece, 
he  would  perhaps  complete  that  ruin  in  a  month,  which  falfe  credit  may 
enable  him  to  avert  for  years.  But  fuch  is  the  general  depravity  of  man¬ 
kind,  that  without  falfe  means,  Ihuffling,  affedted  pompofity,  and  con¬ 
temptible  artifice,  no  individual  could  exift ;  for  he’d  become  a  dupe  to 
the  chicanery  of  his  fellow-creatures.  The  Quack  would  not  raife  a  for- 
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tunc  upon  the  health  of  his  patients,  nor  the  Lawyers  upon  the  ruin  of 
their  clients,  nor  the  Bookfeller  upon  the  brains  of  the  Author ; — yea, 
even  the  Author  himfelf  wears  a  Frontifpiece,  but  a  meagre  one  it  is, 
wan  looks,  pale  and  fhrivell’d  countenance,  half-darv’d  belly,  and 
fuppliant  folicitude,  which  make  him  the  friend  of  bookfellers  but 
not  of  himfelf ;  w  hich  oblige  him  to  be  the  drudge  of  independence 
and  the  child  of  misfortune,  rather  than  the  corrector  and  friend  of 
mankind.  However  I,  amopg  others  like  myfelf,  mud  fubmit  to 
their  controul ;  and  that  my  book  might  wear  a  better  Frontifpiece,  than 
a  falfe  Title  Page  and  catching  Motto,  have  prefixed  a  Reprefentation  of 
the  Tomb  elevated  to  the  memory  of  the  two  mod  enlightened ,  mod; 
able>  mod:'  liberal ,  mod  engaging, ,  and,  tout-enfemble,  mod  worthy 
Monarchs  that  ever  fat  on  any  throne  dnce  the  deluge ;  but  had  they 
not,  as  Horace  obferves,  raifed  a  “Monumentum  aere  perennius  ”  to  their 
memory,  and  which  can  never  be  effaced  from  the  hearts  of  Britifh 
fubje&s,  the  late  tremendous  fall  of  the  Abbey  might  have  mouldered 
their  Marble  Virtues  in  the  obfcurities  of  eternal  night. 

The  Portraits  reprefented  at  the  top  of  this  Maufoleum  are  very 
drong  likeneffes  of  thefe  excellent  Chara&ers,  wherein  the  fagacious 
phydognomid  may  difcern  in  the  one,  all  the  wijdom  that  can  raife 
a  kingdom  to  unlimited  profperity ;  and  in  the  other,  not  only  the 
graceSy  and  beauty  of  the  Fair  Sex,  but  an  heroifm  compatible  with 
the  dignity  of  a  Portia,  and  the  ludre  of  a  crow  n.  Round  their  heads 
are  engraven  their  thoughts,  which  evince  a  peculiar  eccentricity :  but  led 
the  fpe&ator  diould  be  too  much  attached  to  that  which  bears  every 
feature  of  grandeur  concentered  in  one  objecd,  I  will,  by  animadverting 
on  the  fymbols  underneath,  point  out  the  feparate  beauties  to  the  un- 
difcerning  admirer. 

Immediately  under  the  Head  of -  *  *  *,  is  reprefented  a  Royal 

Hunt,  w’hich  noble  exercife  his  Majedy  was  particularly  fond  of;  there¬ 
by  ferving  the  Farmers  in  a  double  fenfe,  fird  of  all  by  ploughing  the 
earth  with  the  horfe’s  hoofs  ;  and  fecondly,  by  extirpating  a  mod  vo¬ 
racious  and  dedrudtive  animal. 

At  the  bottom  of  the  groundwork  of  this  piece,  is  a  Sceptre  and  Rod 
tranfverfed ; — evincing  to  poderity,  that  however  defirous  he  might  have 
been  of  governing  with  a  lenient  hand,  he  did  not  pay  fo  little  Regard 

to 
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to  the  morals  of  his  fubjedts,  as  to  fpare  the  Rod  when  abfolutely- 
neceffary ;  recolledting  that  wife,  and  we  may  fuppofe,  old  obfervation, 
“  Where  the  rod  is  fpar’d,  the  child  is  fpoil’d.”  At  the  top,  on  the 
left-hand  of  the  infcription,  is  a  Cup  and  Ball,  and  Rattle,  tranfverfed, 
fhewing,  that  however  much  engaged  he  was  in  the  affairs  of  Rate, 
he  was  not  inattentive  to  the  duties  of  the  nurfery thereby  countenance- 
ing  the  remark  of  the  Roman  General,  “  Say  not  ’tis  beneath  my  dig¬ 
nity,  ’till  you  have  children  of  your  own.”  Underneath  a  plough, 
emblematic  of  the  regard  he  paid  to  hufbandry  himfelf ;  fetting  a 
pattern  to  his  fubjedts  ;  for  inefficacious  is  the  theory  without  the 
practice. 

The  third  reprefents  a  Child  with  a  crown  on  his  head ; — inform¬ 
ing  pofterity,  that  however  the  abilities  and  vigour  of  a  man  nerved 
his  government,  innocence  and  confidence  were  predominant  in  his 
compofition. 

The  Afs, — the  Iaft  emblem  on  the  left  fide,  though  rather  myfterious 
to  the  fuperficial  obferver,  is  not  the  lefs  fatisfadtory  to  the  more 
attentive  fpedlator.  In  it  we  are  informed,  he  was  a  man  formed  for 
great  undertakings,  fhewing,  that  he  was  as  ftrong  in  perfon  as  he  was 
in  mind ;  that  whatever  his  fuperior  obfervation  might  efteem  neceffary 
for  the  welfare  of  his  fubjedts,  he  himfelf  was  able  to  accomplifh 
by  ftrength  and  activity ;  for  abfurd  are  thofe  determinations  which 
cannot  be  carried  on  from  the  inability  of  the  projedtor. 

From  the  left  I  now  go  to  the  right  fide  of  the  infcription,  for  it  is 
fk  we  fhould  improve  as  we  proceed  ;  otherwife,  how  inefficacious  are  the 
labours  of  the  ftudent,  or  the  perfeverance  pf  the  induftrious.  Solomon 
in  all  his  glory  forms  the  mofl  confpicuous  fymbol  in  this  groupe,  nor 
can  there  be  any  hefitation  in  the  mind  of  the  beholder  of  the  appro-- 
priation.-— Solomon  was  a  wife  monarch,  fo  was  his  Majejiy — Solomon 
worshipped  God  ;  fo  did  he,  by  attending  divine  fervice  every  morning, 
whether  jleeping  or  awake ,  whether  yawning  or  attentive  j  for  he  that  is 
religious  will  fet  apart  that  time  which  is  neceffary  for  the  performance 
of  his  duty — fo  far  he  imitated  the  Roman  Catholic  counting  his 
beads  invariably  daily  for  the  purgation  of  his  fins. 

Next  are  reprefented  a  Jockey  Cap  and  Whip  ; — for  an  explanation,  I 
may  refer  my  readers  to  the  Royal  Hunt;  juft  obferving  his  uncommon 
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patience ,  when  the  fieetnefs  of  the  flag  oufted  him  from  the  chafe,  in. 
refigning  himfelf  calmly  to  the  will  of  that  noble  animal,  who  fome- 
times  had  pity  upon  the  royal  feelings,  not  wifhing  him  to  be  prefcnt 
-  at  a  death,  which  he  knew  to  be  fo  oppofite  to  his  intentions. 

The  cradle  forms  the  third  fymbol ; — which  I  am  inclined  to  think 
the  married  Fair  requeued  might  be  inferted  in  teftimony  of  the  great 
regard  he  paid  to  the  population  of  his  dominions  ;  however  a  cer¬ 
tain  Minifter  then  exifting  taxed  virginity,  and  I  think  moll  com - 
mendably ,  for  it  proved  him  not  partial,  as  at  that  time  he  had  not 
difpenfed  with  his  own  ;  thereby  inducing  the  young  and  inconliderate 
to  marry,  that  a  more  productive  Pole-tax  might  be  laid,  to  extricate 
the  nation  from  its  enormous  incumbrances ;  in  this,  his  wife  inten¬ 
tions  were  fru fixated,  not  before  he  himfelf,  with  other  Bachelors,  had 
fuffered  for  their  timidity. 

And  lafi,  though  not  leaft  in  efiimation,  is  a  reprefentation  of  a  Setting 
Sun , — infinuating,  that  when  “lam  no  more,’’  Britain  is  no  more.  This, 
in  my  opinion,  is  one  of  the  happieft  conceptions  that  ever  entered  into  the 
mind  of  a  defigner,  whether  we  regard  the  eccentricity  of  the  idea,  or 
the  verity  of  the  prognoftication;  for  though  melancholy,  yet  how  true, 
in  his  reign  this  country  rofe  to  the  moll  flattering  profpefts,  which 
pro/peftSy  upon  his  demife,  the  miniftry  of  his  fucceflor  converted  into 
a  plain  ftate  of  facts,  proving  that  we  were  a  ruined  nation ; — which  has 
been  our  fituation  ever  fince. 

From  his  Majefty,  I  now  proceed  to  criticife  upon  the  fymbols 

round  his  — -  Conf®rt.  Immediately  under  the  bufi,  which, 

from  hiftory,  we  underftand  to  be  a  very  firong  likenefs,  and  from 
the  characterise  excellence  difplayed  in  the  features,  there  cagnot  be 
the  leaft  doubt  of  it,  are  Money  Bags,  containing  pounds,  {hillings, 
pence,  and  farthings  ; — w;hich,  if  true,  and  I  have  no  reafon  to  fufpect 
the  defigner’ s  veracity,  that  {he  paid  equal  attention  to  the  mefi  in- 
lignificant  as  w'ell  as  moft  valuable  Coins,  does  her  infinite  credit: 
thereby  conveying  a  very  juft  leflon  to  pofierity,  and  which  her  pre- 
deceftbrs  on  the  throne  had  too  much  neglected,  that  it  was  equally  the 
object  ot  regard,  in  a  wife  and  frugal  houfekeeper,  the  curtailments 
and  favings  in  a  cobler’s  or  green-grocer’s  bill,  as  of  a  monarch  in  the 

rearing 
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rearing  of  palaces,  the  levelling  of  mountains,  the  digging  of  aqucdudU, 
the  changing  the  courfe  of  rivers,  or  the  embankment  of  the  jarring 
ocean. 

Sub  pecuniis  funt,  a  Gridiron  and  Shoyel  tranfverfed  ; — by  which  we 
are  to  underftand,  lhe  was  not  only  an  economic  in  the  payment  of  her 
bills,  but  in  the  original  forming  of  thofe  bills;  and  this  is  what  has  ever 
been  recommended  by  the  great  eft  moralifts,  “  to  avoid  evil,  ftrike  at 
the  root  of  evil  the  application  muft  be  evident  in  worldly  occur¬ 
rences.  The  Gridiron  is  emblematic  of  the  conftant  regard  (he  had 
to  avoid  wafte,  by  juft  providing  and  drelfing  a  fufficiency  for  the  family 
By  the  Shovel,  we  are  to  underftand  fhe  was  no  friend  ,to  the  coal-mer¬ 
chant,  as  the  cinders  did  not  fail  to  come  in  contact  with  the  grate 
repeatedly.  Hiftory  alfo  informs  us  the  Sieve  was  much  in  ufe  in  her 
family,  though  I  do  not  fee  it  reprefented  here,  lifting  the  afhes  before  the 
duft  was  fold  to  the  fcavenger,  which  was  uniformly  her  cuftom ;  and 
which  ought  to  be  a  lefton  to  the  prefent  age,  who  not  only  give  away 
the  duft,  but  even  money  to  take  it  away — Strange  abfurdity  1 

On  the  left-hand  fide,  at  the  top,  is  Britannia  wafhing  linen.  This 
I  take  to  be  a  “  lufus  ingenii”  of  the  Artift,  intending  to  convey  to  the 
fpeClator,  the  idea  of  Britannia’s  nevcr-ceafing  induftry  for  the  emolu¬ 
ment  of  her  Ifle,  and,  with  humble  deference  to  the  original  conceiver  of 
the  emblems  of  this  lady,  is  much  more  happy.  How  unconfonant  is 
it  to  the  common  occurrences  of  life,  to  fee  a  woman  refting  upon  a 
ftiield  and  fpcar,  like  a  Roman  foldier :  even  the  Spartan  fair  did  not 
go  fo  far ;  they  only  recommended  vidlory  or  death  to  their  hulbands ; 
and  I  have  no  doubt  the  latter  very  often  with  a  good  heart ;  but,  very 
abfurdly,  Britannia  is  fometimes  reprefented  in  an  hoftile  polltion, 
whereas  the  defigner  has  placed  her  here  in  a  much  apter  fituation, 
recommending,  by  example,  indufiry  to  our  Britifh  houfewives. 

Next  is  a  Kitchen  Grate  with  a  Pot  of  Flowers ; — giving  us  to  under¬ 
ftand  that  a  - -  never  fuffered  the  kitchen  inhabitants  to  keep 

in  a  fire  after  the  cookery  of  the  day  was  accomplilhed  ;  or  I  may  here, 
with  great  propriety,  extend  the  idea  to  a  total  difufe  of  this  too 
common  article  of  luxury  •  fuppofing  that  when  meat  was  provided 
for  the  family  (for  hiftory  fays  that  was  not  always  the  cafe),  the 
Baker  did  the  ncceftary  tranfition;  for  raw  meat,  though  wholefomer,  is 
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more  extravagant,  as  the  appetite  invites  to  a  greater  confumption  than 
is  confident  with  economy :  further,  what  reafon  have  fervants  to  ex- 
pe£t  the  warmth  of  a  fire,  they  are  the  refufe  of  the  land,  therefore 
ought  to  be  contented  with  what  God  gives  them,  and  he  never  in¬ 
vented  fires,  therefore  they  fhould  learn  to  be  content  without  them. 

A  Jews'  Harp  next  prefents  itfelf ; — and  this  brings  to  my  mind  the 

great  love  this  Q* - is  recorded  to  have  had  for  Ancient  Mufic :  this 

fymbol  evinces  her  tafte,  her  exquifite  tade  in  this  delightful  fcicnce, 
beyond  conception.  The  horn,  the  timbrel,  the  lute,  or  the  pipe, 
bear  no  comparifon,  no  comparifon  at  all  to  the  exquifite  touches, 
■dying  drains,  and  warlike  effudons  of  the  Jews’  Harp.  Moreover  it 
is  an  indrument  confident  with  the  inditution,  for  what  Nation  is  more 
ancient  than  the  Jews  ?  and  as  they  were,  at  one  time,  the  beloved  of  God, 
it  is  mod  probable  they  had  the  mod  harmonious  performers,  for  har¬ 
mony  and  divinity  were  ever  united :  but  that  the  Jews  were  and  are  a  mu- 
fical  people  we  may  plainly  infer  from  the  fonoroufnefs  of  their  language, 
to  which  the  Greek  bears  no  comparifon ;  the  harmony  of  the  periods, 
the  oily  frnoothnefs  of  the  vowels,  and  the  throtling  of  the  confonants, 
mud  all  drike  the  hearer  very  forcibly,  if  he  ever  was  in  a  Jews  fynagogue; 
where  probably  he  may  gain  fome  commercial  information  as  well  as 
reformation  ;  an  advantage  peculiar  to  the  auditors  of  a  fynagogue. 

At  the  bottom,  on  the  left  dde,  is  a  Vidtor  to  the  Palace,  carrying  his 
t>wn  dieets; — this  is  forcibly  taken  notice  of  in  the  infcription,  as  a  proof 
how  very  defirous  her  Majedy  was,  every  vidtor  fhould  accommodate 
himfelf  to  his  fatisfa&ion  ;  fome  like  coarfe  linen,  others  fine ;  and  as  it  is 
impoffible  to  pieafe  all  parties,  the  bed  way  is,  to  let  each  pleafe  himfelf. 

From  the  finider  I  now  proceed  to  the  dexter;  where  a  Mifer  count¬ 
ing  his  Gold,  fird  engages  our  attention.  ^ — This,  to  the  vulgar  obferver, 
I  have  no  doubt  is  confidered  a  very  unfavourable  hieroglyphic  :  for  the 
Mifer  is  underftood  to  be  parfimonious,  and  parfimonioufnefs  in  this 
extravagant  age  is  confidered  a  vice ;  but  believe  me,  if  it  is  a  vice,  as 
they  term  it,  it  is  a  very  profitable  one,  and  profit  has  been  the  aim  and 
defire  of  all  men  ever  fince  the  creation;  therefore  tire  Queen,  you  will 
fay,  is  like  all  people :  but  this  I  deny fhe  was  a  pattern  to  others,  and  by 
the  appearance  of  niggardlinefs  in  herfelf,  fet  a  mod  admirable  pattern  to 
her  fubjecds ;  for  it  is  not  fit  that  the  needy  fhould  be  bountiful,  there¬ 
fore 
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fore  the  rich  {hould  not  be  bountiful  ;  for  contagion,  in  fpite  of  all  our 
endeavours,  will  fpread. 

Under  the  Mifer  is  an  half-ftarved  Cat. — If  thefe  domedic  animals 
are  pampered  and  fed  too  highly,  they  will  be  rather  a  nuifance  them- 
felves  than  an  extirpator  of  nuifances ;  for  while  the  Cat  doth  gorge 
and  deep,  the  rats  and  mice  will  try  to  banquet  in  a  meagre  pantry. 
This  is  another  proof,  to  the  many  I  have  before  noticed,  of  her  drift 
attention  to  the  regulation  of  every  part  of  her  houfe-  even  the  Cats 
did  not  fail  to  be  regulated  by  her  unerring  conduft. 

Next  is  a  Man  frying  a  Mutton  Chop ; — a  proof  that  in  her  age  there 
were  men-cooks  as  well  as  in  the  prelent ;  for  what  can  be  fo  naufeous 
to  a  delicate  llomach  as  to  fee  a  fat,  greafy  wench  fweating  over  a  pott 
adding  an  effluvia  worfe  than  civet  to  the  provifion,  or  handling  a  pud¬ 
ding  w  ith  a  hand,  as  big  as  an  elephant’s  foot,  grimed  in  dirt.  Here  it 
will  not  be  amifs  for  me  to  remark,  that  this  inimitable  Queen,  in  every 
other  refpeft,  was  equally  the  admirer  of  delicacy  and  the  Male  part  of 
the  creation. 

The  lad  is  a  German  Fiddler ; — We  well  know  his  Majedy  imported 
'his  pattern  of  excellence  from  Germany,  of  a  houfe  high  in  the  import¬ 
ance  of  the  world  ;  «of  riches  inexhaudible,  of  armies  innumerable,  of 
fleets  invincible,  and  of  Muficians  mod  rav idling;  pardon  me,  I  do  not 
mean  the  law  fenfe  of  the  word  raviihing,  for,  poor  fellows  1  they  only 
poffeded  the  means  of  ravifhing  the  Souls  confequently,  is  it  extraordi¬ 
nary  that  he  fhould  pay  fo  much  attention  to  their  exertions,  his  foul 
being  fet  on  things  fo  much  above  ?  every  thing  Britidi  in  the  mufical 
world  being  barbarous  in  comparifon  of  Germany.  Alfo,  it  may  not  here 
be  improper  to  obferve,  her  Majefty  paid  equal  regard  to  the  education  of 
.’her  children,  who  were  fent  to  that  enlightened  part  of  the  world  for 
indruftion,  which  there  alone  was  to  be  obtained  compatible  with  their 
Princely  Dignity ;  Oxford  and  Cambridge  being  the  very  Springs  of 
•barbarifm,  waging  hodilities  againd  the  common  rules  of  grammar ; 
.the  blunters  of  genius,  and  all  together  the  mod  abfurd  and  the  mod 
pofitive  violators  of  common  fenfe. 

I  have  now  animadverted  upon  the  whole  of  this  truly  elegant  and 
<charafteridic  Monument,  fave  and  except  the  Infcriptions^  of  which  I 
■will  only  fay  a  few  words.

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By  the  epithets  made  ufe  of  in  that  to  his  Majefty,  we  are  to  under¬ 
hand  that  he  was  furpaffing  all  other  men  for  his  uncommon  wifdora  ;  that 
he  was  equally  the  adtive  Statejman ,  and  the  pleafanteft  private  Gentleman  j 
and  his  uncommon  Abilities ,  which  I  make  no  doubt  he  improved  by  in-* 
tenfejludy ,  are  minutely  taken  notice  of  in  a  few  elegant  lines  at  the  bafe 
of  the  Maufoleum  ;  where  her  Majefty’s  virtues  are  alfo  commented  on :

the  Infcription  fpeaks  of  her  uncommon  regard  to  the  fundtions  of  her 
fex,  not  only  blending  the  emolument  of  her  Hufband  with  her  domeftic 
duties,  but  alfo  the  accommodation  of  her  friends.  And  upon  the  whole,  I 
cannot  but  lament  fo  elegant  and  fo  charadteriftic  a  monument,  to  the 
memory  of  thofe  whofe  like  you’ll  never  meet  again,  fhould  probably*, 
like  the  reft  of  the  edifice,  fall  a  prey  to  the  hands  of  ignorant  and  bar-' 
barous  workmen  ;  but  as  it  is  my  fincere  wifh  to  avoid  this  evil,  any  fub- 
feriptions  for  its  removal  to  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Paul’s*  and  a  very  fmaU 
fum  will  do  it,  cannot  but  be  kindly  received  ;  and  with  alacrity  put 
into  execution  by  him  who  confiders  himfel-f  the  Friend  of  Worth  and. 
Genius.  ■

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A  Marquifate  to  quench  his  burning  thirft,  he  did  vouchfafe 
unto  accept,  a  Dukedom  foon  did  clofe  his  Rapid  rife, 
a  Rife  unaccountable,  neither  juftified  by  Reafon, 
by  Fortune,  by  Character,  by  Expectation , 
or  by  Family  Intereft. 

Yet  it  was  fo,  and  Heaven  alone  knows  why. 

As  Vice-roy  of  the  Sifter  Kingdom,  he  conducted  himfelf 
fo  as  neither  to  give  Offence  or  create  regard, 
fo  as  neither  to  be  feared  or  to  fear. 

Yet  there  was  fomething  to  gain  him  the  Confidence  of  an  able 
though  not  a  Popular  Minifter,  which  afterwards  procured 
him  the  Appointment  of  firft  Lord  of  the  Admiralty, 
an  Appointment  which  he  was  not  Qualified 
either  to  do  honour  or  even  to  do  juftice  to  : 
but  fuch  is  the  unaccountable  Ambition 
and  Avarice  of  Man,  fooner  to  make 
themfelves  the  objects  of  Scorn  than  objecfts  of  Poverty  ; 
fooner  Prieft,  Lawyer,  Phyfician, 

Sailor  and  Soldier,  than  the 
Man  of  partial  Proficiency. 

In  his  laft  moments  his  Grace  requefted  he  might  not  be  interred 
among  his,  as  he  conceived,  humble  Family,  but  make  him 
a  Neighbour  of  his  illuftrious  Namefake’s. 

As  far  as  the  Verbal  requeft  extends  it  has  been  Scrupuloufly 
complied  with ;  but  his  Relations  equally  contemning 
his  falfe — have,  by  publifhing  his  Motives  for  fuch 
a  diftindlion,  made  him  rather  the  objecft 
of  Rifibility  than  Refpedt.

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In  the  North  Ille,  toward  the  Communion  Table,  hands 
an  Elegant  Marble  Monument  with  the  following 
Infcription,  Underneath  the  Reprefentation  of  a 
Cricket  Match  : 

To  the  Recollection  if  any  thing  can  Retrieve 
the  Remembrance  of  his 
G — e  the  D — e  of  D - 1. 

As  Ambaflador  to  the  Gallic  Court  he  evinced  his  utility  and 
Ability  in  etranging  their  Political  Speculations  from  the 
prefervation  of  a  Balance  of  Power  in  Europe, 
to  the  noble  Amufement  and  falutary  exercife  of  Cricket, 

He  being  confider’d  the  bet  Batfman  that  had  ever  flourifh’d ; 
thereby  acting  towards  Great  Britain  in  a  mot  Service¬ 
able  and  mot  Commendable  Political  Senfe, 
by  Amufingour  Neighbours  from 
their  ufual  Circumfpection. 

For  thefe  Services,  his  Grace  was  Rewarded 
with  a  Blue  Ribband,  and  other  marks  of  ditinction. 
When,  Sometime  after  having  returned  from  his  Embafly, 
in  the  heat  of*  a  mot  Capital  Game  ;  and  after  having  alone 
by  dint  of  his  Superior  fkill  Notched  99,  his  Adverfary  in 
throwing  up  the  hundredth  ball,  by  ditodging  one  of  his 
Eyes,  made  him  a  Member  of  the  Cyclopean  Corps  : 
this  misfortune  however  did  not  hinder  him  from  purfuing  the 
game,  which  bringing  on  a  raving  Fever,  he  was  con- 
fequently  contned  in  St.  Luke’s,  and  there  in  a  fit 
of  Infanity,  in  the  Dog-days  of  the  Year  18 — , 
dafhed  his  Head  again t  the  Wall ; 

,  mitaking  it  for  a  Wicket.

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On  a  marble  Pedeftal,  near  the  Altar,  fupported  by 
three  Maiden-heads  and  two  Violins  tranfverfed. 

When  the  E —  of  S — —  died,  this  Tomb  was  eredted  by  the 
Joint  contributions  of  all  the  Muficians,  ruined  Maidens,  and 
difappointed  Sailors  in  his  Majefly’s  Dominions,  they 
confidering  it  probable  his  Lordfbtip’s  remains  might 
rot  in  vulgar  obfcurity  if  the  Tar  did  not  tow  them 
into  a  harbour  of  Pandemonium ;  which  office  he 
gracioufly  accepted  in  return  for  the  many 
kind  actions  his  Lordfhip  had  done  to  the  Votaries  of  Neptune. 
The  following  few  lines  were  written  by  Dr.  L — ke : 

In  gratitude  I  muft  confefs  his  Lordfhip 
was  one  of  the  belt  Cuflomers  I  ever  had. 
Ninety-nine  times,  to  my  own  knowledge,  I  have  Salivated  him, 
but  the  hundredth  operation'  proved  his  mortality. 

Six  hundred  and  twenty-three  times 
I  have  had  him  under  my  care  for  a  clap. 

Two  thoufand  five  hundred  V /gins  by  their  own  Confeffion  have 
been  feduced  by  the  uncommon  graces  of  his  perfon  : 
and,  to  fum  up  the  whole,  I  would  not  defire  more 
than  half  a  dozen  fimilar  Cuflomers. 

What  Vices  his  Lordfhip  had  I  know  not,  he  had  many  Virtues, 
and  that  of  contributing  to  the  circulation  of  my 
Pilula  Salutaria  was  among  the  foremofl. 

Mufic  I  am  well  acquainted  his  Lordfhip  was  delighted  with, 
nor  did  the  mantling  bowl  ever  leave  the  Table  with  one 
drop  to  chear  the  forrows  of  the  comfortlefs  : 

As  a  Land-Sailor,  of  courfe  he  had 
many  Enemies  and  many  Friends. 

But  Heaven  knows  what  the  one  deferved
